Mills, Alabama, on several oc- 
casions over the past six or seven 
years. Every time he went, he 
told them about how the German 
people were starved for Gospel 
literature. He was with the armed 
forces there during World War II. 
So when we made a plea for help 
in getting this booklet to the Ger- 
man people, the good folk at Cen- 
tral Baptist Church were already 
sold on the project. On last July 
15. Dr. McGee gave the congre- 
tation there an opportunity to ex- 
press their wishes in the matter 
of the church helping in a finan- 
cial way, as well as with their 
prayers. He drew from his pocket 
the check for his week’s work and 
dropped it in the plate and said, 
“This is how my wife and I feel 
about the importance of the Sword 
of the Lord tract ministry to the 
German people.” 

So the church and Dr. McGee 
pave $600 for the first printing in 
the German language. 

We had already been in contact 
with Mr. Arthur Sweeney, a faith 
missionary in Germany, who had 
asked permission to translate and 
print the booklet as God provided 
the means. So the $600 was sent, 
and the work begun. 

Now this is the finished product. 
40,000 copies came off the press 


{March 9. This cost $400, leaving 


$200 for a further printing when 
the supply is exhausted,

ed when the first copy was sent to 
me from Frankfurt (he is now in 
London). It looks nice, is on high 
quality stock, and, as far as I can 
determine, is in excellent German.

Pangent, Paragraphs 
From Dr. Bob Jones; Sr. 


Bob Jones University; my son, 
Bob, Jr., who is the president; 
and I, the founder and chairman 
of the Board of Trustees, have 
never been in favor of the or- 
ganic union of the churches. We 
have often said that if we got 
the churches together organically, 
the Devil would have to swallow 
just one time. The hour has ar- 
rived, however, when the Bible- 
believing, orthodox Christians in 
all of the evangelical churches 
should stand together and fight 
for the fundamentals of the Chris- 
tian faith. While many of our 
church leaders have cried “church 
loyalty,” subtle modernistic in- 
fluences have come into the or- 
ganizations; and these influences, 
like termites, have been eating 
up the foundations upon which 
all orthodox churches are supposed 
to have been built. There are just 
a few fundamentals of the Chris- 
tian faith, and these are the fun- 
damental positions: Whatever the 
Bible savs is so. It does not just 
contain the Word of God; it is 
the Word of God. All orthodox 
Christians agree that it says that 
the Lord Jesus Christ was born 
of a virgin; He was God incar- 
nated; He died on the cross a 
vicarious, substitutional death; He 
was bodily raised from the grave; 
He ascended into Heaven; He is 
coming again someday; and we are 
Saved by grace through faith. All 
orthodox Christians believe these 
things. They may differ about oth- 
er things because some of us hap- 
pen to be dumb, but these things 
are so clear and. so definite that 
there is no question about what 
the Bible says aboyt them.

The First Commandment says, 
“Thou shalt have no other gods 
before me.” As we have often said, 
it does not say that a man should 
have no “bad” god. He should not 
even have a “good” god. When a 
good thing takes the place of 
God, that thing ceases to be a 
good thing and becomes a bad 
thing. When anything is put on the 
same plane with God, it sooner or 
later becomes a bad thing. Preach- 
ers are saying more often today, 
“Be loyal to the church,” than 
they are saying, “Be loyal to Je- 
sus Christ.” The writer, who has 
been in evangelistic work for many 
years, has put more people in the 
churches of America than any oth- 
er living man; but he never put 
them in by putting the church first 
or even putting the church on the 
same level with Jesus Christ. The 
Lord Jesus Christ is to be put 
first in all things. He is the pre- 
eminent One. He took unto Him- 
self the same name that His 
Father took, and that name is I 
AM. He said, “He that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father.” 
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We read in Jeremiah 2:33: “Why 
trimmest thou thy way to seek 
love,” The Bible is a very de- 
scriptive Book. Here is a man who 
is supposed to be going down a 
road. It is the right road, and he 
is traveling in the right direction. 
Yet he turns to one side because 
he wants to seek favors. When a 
Christian going down the straight 
highway of righteousness begins 
to seek the approval of men rath- 
er than the approval of God, who 
is his Guide, he always slows 
down the traffic and does great 
harm: to the cause. Our Lord 
said, “I do always the thing that 
pleases the Father,” and He made 
it plain that as the Father sent 
Him, so He sends us Christians 
out into the world. We Christians 
are under divine orders. Paul said 
that he was all things to all men 
in order that he might win some. 
He did not mean that he com- 
promised. No man ever wins peo- 
ple to Jesus Christ by a compro- 
mise ‘position. The Bible makes 
it plain that there is salvation 
in no other name except the name 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. Accord- 
ing to the Scripture, it is Jesus 
Christ or Hell.

be dogmatic, of course, about some 
things, such as twice two is four.” 
The multiplication table, of course, 
is built on the law of God.

We forget, however, that 
there is a supernatural world; and 
the Bible makes it plain that the 
natural mind is unable to appre- 
hend the supernatural. Our Lord 
told Nicodemus, “Ye must be born 
again.”

The man 
who doubts the virgin birth, the 
incarnation, the vicarious blood a- 
tonement, and the bodily resurrec- 
tion of the Lord Jesus Christ and 
who does not believe that the Bi- 
ble is the Word of God has never 
been born again. When people 
meet the Lord Jesus Christ, they 
know they have met God.

The Old Biblicism and the Yew

Much has been written about 
neo-orthodoxy since in 1918 Karl 
Barth decisively repudiated 
Protestant liberalism. For exam- 
ple, Dr. Edwin Lewis, one of 
Methodism’s outstanding  theolo- 
gians, very sharply differentiates 
“the new Biblicism” from the “old 
Biblicism.” Thus he declares: 


“The old Biblicism shackled 
the revelation; the new Bibli- 


cism would set it free. The old. 


Biblicism was concerned to take 
the Bible ‘as it is.’ The new Bib- 
licism is critical, discriminating, 
unafraid... The old _ Biblicism 
yielded a static authoritarian- 
ism. The new Biblicism prom- 
ises to issue in the creation of a 
dynamic spiritual freedom. In- 
wardness, certitude, compulsion 


—these are the authenticating | 


attendants of the Word of 
God, provided that the Word 
that controls is truly God's 


Word and not the words of 
men. The Word was _ insepar- 
able from the Spirit in its primal 
self-communication; he must 
continue to be inseparable from 
the word in its continuing appre- 
hension, renewal, proclamation, 
and application.” 


Abstaining here and now from 
any criticism of this statment, 
Suppose we accept it as a forth- 
right assertion of an incontestable 


fact: over against the old Bibli- 
cism there stands today a new 
Biblicism. 


As Conservative Baptists we ad- 
here to the old Biblicism, despite 
all the criticisms which neo-ortho- 
doxy brings against it. We believe

ture, “though written by men and 
bearing indelibly impressed upon 
them the marks of their human 
origin, Were written, nevertheless, 
under such an influence of the 


of God, the adequate expression of 
His mind and will.” This co-au- 
thorship, we are further persuaded 
“implies that the Spirit's superin- 
tendence extends to the choice of 
the words by the human authors 
(verbal inspiration) and preserves 
its product from everything incon- 
| sistent ‘with the divine authorship 
-thus securing, among other 
_ things, that entire truthfulness 
| which is everywhere presupposed 
and asserted for Scripture by the 
Biblical writers (inerrancy).” 
Confessedly our belief in the in- 
spiration of these ancient docu- 
ments, even down to the very 
words which are their elemental] 
components, is a stupendous af- 
firmation, an act of faith which 
to some minds demonstrates eith- 
er gross credulity or crass hy- 
pocrisy. Yet, ignoring here the wit- 
ness to our hearts of the same 
Holy Spirit who guided the writ- 
ers of Scripture, the basic reason 
for our adherence to this belief 
may be stated quite simply. We 
adhere to this belief because the 
authors of the New Testament ad- 
here to it. They teach it with re- 
spect to all the documents with- 
in the corpus of Scripture; they 
teach it concerning the very words 
which form these documents. And 
this teaching is not a peripheral 
opinion which they allude to in-

cidentally in a few isolated texts. 
It is really their foundational as- 
sumption, a basic premise, the 
warp and woof of all their writ- 
ings; and in several pivotal pas- 
sages they assert it explicitly. 
Hence the alternatives are plain. 
Either we can trust the New 
Testament authors as teachers of 
doctrine or else we must refuse 
credence to their teaching. Sup- 
pose, on the one hand, we do re- 
fuse to trust them as teachers of 
doctrine, and, more specifically, 
suppose we refuse to trust them 
when they teach a view of inspira- 
tion which holds that the choice of 
the very words of Scripture was 
superintended by the Holy Spirit. 
Then Christianity dissolves into an 
unstructured mysticism, a shape- 
less fog of subjectivity. But sup-

Now, as convinced adherents of 
the old Biblicism, we have three 
questions regarding the new Bib- 
hicism which disturb us profoundly.

Nels 
Ferre, himself+a torch bearer for 
the new Biblicism, accords high 
praise to the labors of the old 
Biblicists in recent years. 

“Fundamentalism, as the de- 

fender of supernaturalism, has 
nevertheless a genuine heritage 
and a profound truth to pre- 
serve. If I may predict, I think 
that we shall some day thank 
our fundamentalist friends for 
having held the main fort- 
ress while countless leaders 
went over to the foe of a 
limited scientism and a_ shal- 
low naturalism, They have un- 
derstood, whether consciously or 
not in all instances, that the 
revelation of the Most High 
cannot logically be proved by 
anything lower than itself; that 
some objectively steady strand| 
of history, like the Bible, is 
necessary for faith to be free 
and strong; that no amount of 
historic approximation to the| 
good (progress) can prove the | 
ultimate; that the spiritual has| 
its own being which cannot be 
reduced to pseudo-scientific psy- 
chological tests.” 

s3ut why was the old Biblicism 
able to hold the main fortress, a 
position which it is still holding?

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licism, confesses this obliquely in 
his absorbing book, Evangelical 
Nonconformists and Higher Criti- 
cism in the Nineteenth Century: 


“Effective preaching is the af- 
firmation of certainties, not the 
presentation of plausible theor- 
ies. The late nineteenth century 
was a great age of preaching. 
The pulpit of Charles H. Spur- 
geon has been credited with ‘ex- 
ercising a direct influence on a 
greater number of human beings 
than ever has been the case 
in previous Christian history” 
Obviously, the acceptance by 
both preacher and congregation 
of the infallible authority of the 
Bible gave authority to the mes- 
sage of a preacher whose point 
of departure was a passage from 
the infallible book. The concep- 
tion of a sermon held by practi- 
cally all the great preachers of 
the century was an expounding 
of Scripture. The function of the 
preacher was to propagate the 
Word of God to the people, and 
the Word of God was identified 
with the Bible. The preacher 
was therefore, primarily a man 
who opened the Scriptures to 
God's people.” 

Abandon the old Biblicism, and 
the trumpet inevitably will begin 
to give an uncertain sound. 

Third, apart from the old Bib- 
licism can a robust spirituality be 
nurtured? Let Willis Glover serve 
as witness again as he describes 
evangelicalism in nineteenth cen- 
tury England. 

“The idea that the Bible was 
a compendium of 
theological truths 
scriptures an amazing homo- 
geneity and contemporaneous- 
ness. Ordinary men, not scholars 
at all, could read the Bible with 
the conviction that they were 
reading the very words of God 
and that those words had a 
timeless quality which addressed 
their message directly to each 
reader The Protestant 
principle that every man should 
read the Bible for himself had 
given it a central place in fam- 
ily life and in the religious ex- 
perience of the individual. The 
evangelical revival had put such 
emphasis on the Bible that the 
English became ‘the people of 
a book’ to a degree that was 
rare in the rest of Christendom. 
Bound up inextricably with 
every phase of the religious ex- 
perience of evangelicals, an ex- 
perience that touched their lives 
at every significant point, was 
the Bible—a Bible that was not 
merely a source book for the 
early history of their religion, 
but-a Bible that was the authori- 
tative and infallible Word of 
God.” 


What, then, is the conclusion 
that we are obliged to draw, since 
as adherents of the old Biblicism 
we believe ourselves to be the 
blessed possessors of a divine Word 
which is revelatory, indefectibly 
trustworthy, and life-creating? In 
principle we today must assert 
with firm, unembittered charity 
what Johannes Gerhard said of his 
seventeenth century critics: 

“So long as God allows them 
to be rulers and lords over the 
Word, manhandling and wrest- 
ing it according to their own 
whims, we shall be servants and 
students of that Word. Let them 
be traditionalists and we shall 
be biblicists and scripturalists.” 
Yes, today we must be biblicists 

and scripturalists, servants and 
students of the Word, for by the 
instrumentality of the Word sin- 
ners are brought face to face 
with the world’s only Saviour, Je- 
sus Christ.

ing, fundamentally sound Chris- 
tians invited Dr. Graham to come 
to New York. He would not come 
at that time unless the modernists 
invited him also. The Bible-be- 
lievers would have been glad to 
sponsor Dr. Graham in a great 
city-wide campaign. But he wanted 
the prestige, the financial backing 
and worldly influence of the Pro- 
testant Council and would not 
come without them. You see, there 
is some reason for honest, good 
Christians to be disturbed in that 
matter. 

2 The General Crusade Commit- 
tee includes many radical modern- 
ists. Here on this committee, list- 
ed on the official Crusade folder, 
are Dr. Jesse M. Bader, famous 
National Council of Churches lead- 
er; Dr. John A. Mackay, modern- 
ist president of Princeton Univer- 
sity; Bishop D. Ward Nichols; Dr. 
Ralph W. Sockman, thoroughgoing 
Methodist modernist; and Dr. Hen- 
ry P. Van Dusen, president of Un- 
ion Theological Seminary, the 
worst in America and the most 
pronounced for its unbelief, 

There are many other modern- 
ists also on the committee, but the 
above are widely known. One New 
York pastor writes me that of 155 
men on the committee, he doubts 
that there are more than 30 con- 
verted men, Bible-believing Chris- 
tians. I do not know about that. 
This Presbyterian pastor who has 
worked in New York City for 
many, many years knows better 
than I do. But neither Dr. Gra- 
ham nor Dr. Paul Rees would pre- 
tend that the General Crusade 
Committee is made up even prin- 
cipally of born-again men, or of 
men who believe the Bible. That 
simply is not true. 

We do not mean to reflect upon 
the American Baptist leader, Dr. 
John W. Bradbury; Dr. Daniel A. 
Poling, editor of Christian Herald; 
nor upon Brother Jack .Wyrtzen, 
independent youth leader. These 
are noble, good men, but they are 
in a small minority on the Gener- 
al Crusade Committee. 

3. The Executive Committee in- 
cludes Dr. John Sutherland Bon- 
nell, who wrote an article in Look 
magazine saying that Presbyter- 
ians need not believe in the virgin 
birth. It includes also Dr. Louis 
W. Pitt, the Episcopal rector, 
former chaplain, I understand, o 
Columbia University.

He said, 
in defense of Dr. Billy Graham, 
“Or, having made clear to the 
local sponsors that members of the 
Executive Committee must believe 
in the deity and atonement of 
Christ, could Graham assume re- 
sponsibility for all the hundreds 
of ministers who might be willing 
to help?” So we would suppose 
from this that Dr. Graham had 
insisted “that members of the 
Executive Committee must believe 


in the deity and atonement of 
Christ.” 


Yet Dr. Graham himself does 
not make that plain. In fact, in 
his address before the National 
Association of Evangelicals on A- 
pril 3 as quoted in Christianity To- 
day, from the manuscript Dr. Gra- 
ham furnished, Dr. Graham said, 
“First, as to its sponsorship, I 
would like to make myself quite 
clear. I intend to go anywhere, 
sponsored by anybody, to preach 
the Gospel of Christ, if there are 
no strings attached to my mes- 
sage. I am sponsored by civic 
clubs, universities, ministerial as- 
sociations and councils of church- 
es all over the world. I intend to 
continue.” 


So Billy Graham does not claim 
that the sponsorship in New York 
believes the Bible or is converted 
or stands for the historic Christian 
faith. 


And more than that, we are not 
to assume that if members of the 
Executive Committee “must be- 
lieve in the deity and atonement 
of Christ,” that means ‘that they 
are Bible-believing Christians. For 
Dr. Billy Graham wrote a friend 
last fall that “these men differ 
with us on verbal inspiration of 
the Bible and theories of the a- 


_—— 


tonement.”’ I know that modern- 
ists speak of “the example theory 
of the atonement,” that is, that 
Jesus died as a good example of 
how man ought to die for his con- 
victions. But that is not the his- 
toric Christian position. And when 
a man differs on “theories of the 
atonement,” from. the historic 
Christian position, then he is 
wrong at the very heart of the 
matter. He is not a Bible Chris- 
tian. 


And any profession of faith in 
the deity of Christ, without be- 
lieving in the virgin birth and in 
the inspiration of the Bible may 
well be like Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick, who says in his sermon 
on “The Peril of Worshiping Je- 
sus,” that he believes in the divini- 
ty of Christ just like in the di- 
vinity of his own mother! 

Dr. John S. Bonnell refused to 
join in signing a simple statement 
of faith two or three years ago, 
when Dr. Graham asked those who 
would back his campaign to sign 
such a statement. If he did not 
then profess to believe in the vir- 
gin birth, and if he said in his 
articles in Look magazine that one 
need not believe in the virgin birth 
to be a Presbyterian minister, then 
we may be sure he has not chang- 
ed his position now. Even the 
Executive Committee is not made 
up of Bible-believing Christians. 
Those directing the New York 
Crusade include some enemies of 
the Bible, some deniers of the his- 
toric Christian faith. 


4. Dr. Rees ought not to have 
given us only “half-truths, mis-in- 
terpretations and incomplete infor- 
mation” in his article. And that 
means that he should have told us 
that the modernists are not only 
on the committee, but that they 
control the campaign on major 
matters. For example, should he 
not have told the Christians who 
want to know how things are go- 
ing in the New York Crusade that 
the committee voted down the 
fundamentalists who wanted Rev. 
David J. Fant of the American Bi- 
ble Society, or Rev. Alfred Kunz 
of the Pocket Testament League, 
to be chairman of the inquiry 
room, to supervise the-training of 
counselors and the instruction of 
those who came forward, and han-

When one perverts the Gospel 
of Christ and preaches, not about 
salvation by the atoning blood of 
Jesus Christ, but of a so-called 
social gospel, denying the blood, 
then that is a perversion of the 
Gospel. And one who brings such 
a doctrine, even should it be an 
angel from Heaven, should be 
accursed! Some people think they 
should be invited to sit on the 
platform and serve on committees 
for revival campaigns. Paul said, 
‘No, let them receive damnation 
from God!’

But he cannot get a 
man to believe him except his own 
family. Some of the old men have 
passed away, and they died saying: 
“Noah is wrong.” 

Poor Noah! He must have had 
a hard time of it. I don’t think 
I should have had the grace to 
work for one hundred and twenty 
years without a convert. But he 
just toiled on, believing the word 
of God. 

An now the hundred and twenty 
years are up. In the spring of 
the year Noah did not plant any- 
thing, for he knew the flood was 
coming, and the people say: “Ev- 
ery year before he has planted, 
but this year he thinks the world 
is going to be destroyed, and he 
hasn’t planted anything.”’

Perhaps there had been silence for 
one hundred and twenty years.

God. He that abideth in the doc- 
trine of Christ, he hath both the 
Father and the Son.” 

It is true that deceivers have 
come into the world who do not 
believe that Jesus, the prophesied 
Christ of the Old Testament, is 
now come in the flesh. One who 
does not abide in the doctrine, 
the true doctrine about Jesus 
Christ, “hath not God.” He is not 
saved, we are told. 

And what should a Christian 
do about such an one? If one 
comes who is not true on the doc- 
trine of Christ, His deity, virgin 
birth, blood atonement, bodily re- 
surrection, etc., then we are com- 
manded, “Receive him not into 
your house, neither bid him God 
speed.” For everyone who says 
“God bless you” to such a denier 
of the deity of Christ, a scorner of 
the blood, is himself a partner 
with the modernist and partaker 
of his evil deeds. 


8. Christians are plainly com- 
manded not to be yoked up with 
unbelievers. 


In II Corinthians 6:14-18 we 
have striking and powerful in- 
structions for the Christian: 

“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an infidel? And 
what agreement hath the temple 
of God with idols? for ye are the 
temple of the living God; as God 
hath said, I will dwell in them, 
and walk in them; and I will be 
their God, and they shall be my 
people. Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unclean thing; and I will receive 
you, And will be a Father unto 
you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Al- 
mighty.” 

Now should Christians be yoked 
together with unbelievers? Should 
they have fellowship with unright- 
eousness? Should they have com- 
munion with darkness? Should 
they have concord with Belial? 
Should they have part with an in- 
fidel? Should people who are born- 
again Christians, the temple of 
God, have agreement with idols? 
No, we should “come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unclean.” All the argument in the 
world will not change the fact that 
Christians are plainly forbidden to 
yoke up with unbelievers. And 
when Dr. Graham goes against the 
Scriptures, he does wrong. He 
may preach the Gospel, and I have 
no doubt he will, he may mean 
well, and hope that good will come 
from the evil which he does, but 
it is still wrong, 


We will pray for Dr. Billy Gra- 
ham, but of course we will not 
pray that God will go back on 
His word, that God will make an 
exception to what He has com- 
manded in the case of Dr. Gra- 
ham. We believe that good will 
be done and harm will be done. 
In some cases, God will overrule 
the errors. of men to His own glo- 
ry, no doubt. In other cases, cer- 
tainly the cause of Christ will suf- 
fer when Christians do wrong and 
go against the Bible, no matter 
how sincere they are and how 
earnestly they hope that good will 
come from their disobedience. 

Pray that God will speak and 
overrule to His glory. 


Should Christians support fi- 
nancially the work of Dr. Billy 
Graham? Well, Christians who 
agree with his position ought to 
support him, and those who are 
not Christians who agree with his 
position ought to support him. 
I cannot do so, for the same reason 
that I cannot conscientiously put 
my money into a modernistic de- 
nominational program. I dare not 
yoke up with unbelievers in any 
program, even for revival. To do 
so would be, as far as I am able 
to tell, to bid God speed to unbe- 
lievers and be partakers with their 
evil deeds, That I must not do.

ing into the ark. They are bring- 
ing the household furniture. 

Some of his neighbors say, 
“Noah, what is your hurry? You 
will have plenty of time to get 
into that old ark. What is your 
hurry? There are no windows and 
you cannot look out to see when 
the storm is coming.” But he 
heard the voice and obeyed. 

Some of his relatives might have 
said, “What are you going to do 
with the old homestead?”’ 

Noah says, “I don’t want it. 
The storm is coming.” He tells 
them the day of grace is closing, 
that worldly wealth is of no value, 
and that the ark is the only place of 
safety. We must bear in mind that 
these railroads that we think so 
much of, will soon go down; they 
only run for a time, not for e- 
ternity. The heavens will be on 
fire, and then what will property, 
honor, and position in society be 
worth? 


The first thing that alarms 
them is, they rise one morning, 
and lo! the heavens are filled 


with the fowls of the air. They 
are flying into the ark, two,by two. 
They come from the desert; they 
come from the mountain; they 
come from all parts of the world. 
They are going into the ark. It 
must have been a strange sight. 
I can hear the people cry, “Great 
God! what is the meaning of this?” 

And they look down on the 
earth; and, with great alarm and 
surprise, they see little insects 
creeping up two by two, coming 
from all parts of the world. Then 
behold! there come cattle and 
beasts, two by two. The neighbors 
cry out, “What does this mean?” 
They run to their statesmen and 
wise men, who have told them 
there was no sign of a coming 


storm, and ask them’ why it is 
that those birds, animals, and 
creeping things go toward the ark, 
as if guided by some _ unseen 
hand. 


“Well,” the statesmen and wise 
men say, “we cannot explain it; 


. but give yourselves no trouble; 


God is not going to destroy the 
world. Business was never better 
than it is now. Do you think if 
God was going to destroy the 
world, He would let us go on so 
prosperously as He has? There is 
no sign of a coming storm. What 
has made these creeping insects 
and these wild beasts of the forest 
go into the ark, we do not know. 
We cannot understand it; it is 
very strange. But there is no 
sign of anything going to happen. 


The stars are bright, and the sun 
shines as bright as ever it did. Ev- 
erything moves on as it has been 
moving for all time past. You ean 
hear the children playing in the 
street. You can hear the voice 
of the bride and bridegroom in the 
land, and all is merry as ever.” 


I imagine the alarm passed a- 
way, and they fell into their 
regular courses. Noah comes out 
and says: “The door is going to 
be shut. Come in. God is going to 
destroy the world. See the ani- 
mals, how they have come up. The 
communication has come to them 
direct from Heaven.” But the peo- 
ple only mocked on. 

Do you know, when the hundred 
and twenty years were up, God 
gave the world seven days’ grace? 
Did you ever notice that? If there 
had been a cry during these seven 
days, I believe it would have been 
heard. But there was none. 

At length the last day had come, 
the last hour, the last minute, ay! 
the last second. God Almighty 
came down and shut the door of 
that ark. No angel, no man, but 
God Himself shut that door, and 
when once the master of the house 
has risen and shut to the door, 
the doom of the world is sealed; 
and the doom of that old world 
was forever sealed. The sun had 
gone down upon the glory of that 
old world for the last time. You 
can hear away off in the distance 
the mutterings of the storm. You 
can hear the thunder rolling. The 
lightning begins to flash, and the 
old world reels. The storm bursts 
upon them, and that old ark of 


Noah's would have been worth 
more than the whole world to 
them. 


I want to say to any scoffer 
who reads this, that you can laugh 
at the Bible, you can scoff at 
your mother’s God, you can laugh 
at ministers and Christians, but 
the hour is coming when one 
promise in that old Book will be 
worth more to you than ten thou- 
sand worlds like this. 

The windows of Heaven are 
apened and the fountains of the 
great deep are broken up. The 
waters come bubbling up, and the 
sea bursts its bounds and leaps 
over its walls. The rivers begin to 
swell. The people living in the low- 
lands flee to the mountains and 
highlands. They flee up the hill- 
sides, And there is a wail going up: 

“Noah! Noah! Noah! Let us 
in.”’ 

They leave their homes and 


come to the ark now. They pound 


on the ark. Hear them cry: “Noah! 
Let us in. Noah! Have merey on 
us.”’ 

“I am your nephew.” 

“I am your niece.” 

“I am your uncle.” 

Ah, there is a voice inside, say- 
ing: “I would like to let you in; 
but God has shut the door, and 
I cannot open it!” 

God shut that door! When the 
door is shut, there is no hope. 
Their cry for mercy was too late; 
their day of grace was closed. 
Their last hour had come. God had 
plead with them; God had in- 
vited them to come in; but they 
had mocked at the invitation. 
They scoffed and ridiculed the idea 
of a deluge. Now it is too late. 


God did not permit anyone to 
survive to tell us how they per- 
ished. When Job lost his family, 
there came a messenger to him: 
but there came no messenger from 
the antediluvians; not even Noah 
himself could see the world per- 
ish. If he could, he would have 
seen men and women and children 
dashing against that ark; the 
waves rising higher and higher, 
while those outside were perish- 
ing, dying in unbelief.

Bear in mind, the time is coming 
when Christ will be worth more 
to you than ten thousand worlds 
like this. Bear in mind that He 
is offered to you now. This is a 
day of grace; it is a day of mer- 
cy. You will find, if you read your 
Bible carefully, that God always 
precedes judgment with grace. 
Grace is a forerunner of judgment. 
He called these men in the days 
of Noah in love. They would have 
been saved if they had repented 
in those one hundred and twenty 
years. When Christ came to plead 
with the people in Jerusalem, it 
was their day of grace; but they 
mocked and laughed at Him. He 
said: “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
thou that killest the prophets, and 
stonest them which are sent unto 
thee, how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, 
even as a hen gathereth her chick- 
ens under her wings, and ye would 
not!” Forty years afterward, 
thousands of people begged that 
their lives might be spared; and 
eleven hundred thousand perished 
in that city. 

In 1857 a revival swept over 
this country in the east and on 
to the western cities, clear over 
to the Pacific coast. It was God 
calling the nation to Himself. Half 
a million people united with the 
church at that time. Then the 
war broke out. We were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost in 1857, and 
in 1861 we were baptized in blood. 
It was a call of mercy, preceding 
judgment. 


Are Your Children Safe? 


The text which I have selected 
has a special application to Chris- 
tian people and to parents. This 
command of the Scripture was giv- 
en to Noah not only for his own 
safety, but that of his household, 
and the question which I put to 
each father and mother is this: 
“Are your children in the ark of 
God?” You may scoff at it, but 
it is a very important question. 
Are all your children in? Are all 
your grandchildren in? Don’t rest 
day or night until you get your 
children in. I believe my children 
have fifty temptations where I had 
one. 1 am one of those who be- 
lieve that in the great cities there 
is a snare set upon the cor- 


j;ner of every street for our sons 


and daughters; and I don’t be- 


lieve it is our business to spend 
our time in accumulating bonds 
and stocks. Have I done all I can 
to get my children in? That is 
it. 

Now, let me ask another ques- 
tion: What would have been 
Noah’s feelings if, when God called 
him into the ark, his children 
would not have gone with him? 
If he had lived such a false life 
that his children had no faith in 
his word, what would have been 
his feelings? He would have said: 
“There is my poor boy on the 
mountain. Would to God I had died 
in his place! I would rather have 
perished than had him _ perish.” 
David cried over his son: “Oh, my 
son Absalom, my son, my son Ab- 
salom, would God I had died for 
thee.” Noah loved his children, 
and they had confidence in him. 


Some one sent me a paper a 
number of years ago, containing 
an article that was marked. Its 
title was: “Are all the children 
in?” An old wife lay dying. She 
was nearly one hundred years of 
age, and the husband who had 
taken the journey with her, sat 
by her side. She was just breath- 
ing faintly, but suddenly she re- 
vived, opened her eyes, and said: 
“Why! it is dark.” 

“Yes, Janet, it is dark.” 

“Is it night?” 

“Oh, yes! it is midnight.” 

“Are all the children in?” 

There was that old mother liv- 
ing life over again. Her youngest 
child had been in the grave twenty 
years, but she was traveling back 
into the old days, and she fell 
asleep in Christ asking, “Are all 
the children in?” 

Dear friend, are they all in? Put 
the question to yourself now. Is 
John in? Is James in? Or is he 
immersed in business and plea- 
sure? Is he living a double and 
dishonest life? Say! where is your 
boy, Mother? Where is your son, 
your daughter? Is it well with 
your children? Can you say it is? 

After being superintendent of.a 
Sunday School in Chicago for a 
number of years, a school of over 
a thousand members, children that 
came from godless homes, having 
mothers and fathers working a- 
gainst me, taking the children off 
on excursions on Sunday, and do- 
ing all they could to break up the 
work I was trying to do, I used to 
think that if I should ever stand

words of Christ to Peter, “Thou 
art Peter, and upon this rock I 
will build my church.” There are 
‘three great questions to be con- 
sidered here. One is, Was the A- 
postle Peter ever in Rome? Then, 
if he was, was he ever constituted 
pope by Christ or the early 
church? And finally, are the popes 
of the present day his successors, 
and if so, who appointed them? 


I, Was Peter Ever in Rome? 


Let us take up the first one: 
was Peter ever in Rome? This is 
purely and simply a historical 
question; and it must be settled 
on the basis of the evidence, and 
not in a spirit of dogmatic hos- 
tility. There are witnesses on both 
sides of the question; and one has 
to determine which are the most 
credible. 


Cardinal Gibbons in The Faith 


of our Fathers, Chapter 9, held 
that anybody who should doubt 
the papacy of Peter was on the 


way to universal skepticism. In 
spite of that, we must face the 
evidence pro and con, having in 
mind the words, “Neither is there 
salvation in any other: for there 
is none other name under hea- 
ven given among men, whereby we 
must be saved” (Acts 4:12). “For 
other foundation can no man lay 
than that which is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ” (I Cor. 3:11). 


There are, of course, many leg- 
ends. One, which orginated in the 
second or third century, says that 
Peter lived in Rome twenty-five 
years, and was the first bishop of 
the church, and was martyred 
there. Another is that when he 
was fleeing from Rome and Nero, 
he met Christ on the road and 
said: “Domine, quo vadis?” or 
“Master, whither goest Thou?” To 
which Jesus is supposed to have 
replied: “I am entering Rome, to 
be crucified a second time.” 
Whereupon He is said to have as- 
cended to Heaven, and a repentent 
Peter returned to the disciples. 
Still another story is that, when 
Paul was martyred at “Three 
Fountains” out on the Appian 
Road, when he bade Peter fare- 
well, his head touched the earth 
three times, as a result of which 
the three streams of water burst 
from the ground, and hence the 
name. Historians tell us that it 
is possible that there was a 
martyrdom of another Peter and 
Paul, since the names were com- 
mon, on the same day, in 260 A.D., 
under Gallienus. 


One of the supporters of the 
Roman Catholic view is Abbe Fou- 
ard, who says: 


“The tradition which states 
that St. Peter arrived at Rome 
in the year 42 A.D. is handed 
down to us by _ trustworthy 
authorities, who are generally 
very exact; and furthermore, it 
accords so well with what we 
know of the first years of the 
church that we need not hesitate 
about adopting it.” 


Students well know that time has 
a way of changing things; and that 
legends arise to fill the vacuum 
of authentic history frequently. 
What we want to know in this in- 
Stance is: how far from the time 
of the New Testament days do we 
find the first mention of some of 
these things? Eusebius is known 
as the father of church history; 
but his Chronicle was not written 
until about 310 A.D. This is a good 
way from the days under discus- 
Sion. Later on, Jerome repeated 
the tradition, stating that Peter 
occupied the sacerdotal chair dur- 
ing twenty-five years, until the 
closing year of Nero’s reign. 

Chambers Encylopedia says, 
of distinction, asks, “What foun- 
dation of the Roman claims to 
Supremacy in the church.” But 
William Cave (1637-1713 A.D.), 
who was chaplain to King Charles 
II, and was said to be a scholar 
of distinction, asks, ‘‘What foun- 
dation this story of Peter’s being 
five and twenty years Bishop of 
Rome has in antiquity, I find not.” 
A similar testimony comes from 
Sealiger, said to be a very learn- 
ed man. He held that the story 
of Peter’s episcopate and residence 
at Rome ought to be “classed 
with ridiculous legends.’’ Torrey, 
still another recognized scholar. 
States that “there is no decisive

proof 
Rome.”’ 

I believe that serious students 
of church history will agree with 
me in holding that one of the fore- 
most, if not the greatest, student 
of the subject was Philip Schaff, 
whose work fills several volumes, 
and whose pages are filled with 
footnotes, in several languages, 
showing the thoroughness of his 
investigations. When he discusses 
the arguments against the Roman 
residence of Peter, it pays to lis- 
ten. Here are some of the points 
he makes: 

For one thing, there is the si- 
lence of the Book of Acts. Luke 
mentions Peter’s presence and 
deeds in at least five places—Jop- 
pa, Lydda, Caeserea, Antioch, and 
Jerusalem. How could he have 
failed to record his activity at

Presbyterian churches. 

| was elected Moderator of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States in 1941, at which 
time | had a pesonal interview with 
President F. D. Roosevelt . . . | served 
on the General Council of the church for 
some six years, after my term of Modera- 
torship. In short, the church has honored 
me far beyond my just deserts. 


Rome, the capital of the ancient 
world, if he had been there? This 
seems all the more inexplicable 
since Luke was apparently there 
during the most exciting part of 
this time. As the old Latin ques- 
tion puts it, “Cur silet Lucas?” 

Again there is the corresponding 
silence of Paul. When he wrote 
to the Christians at Rome, why 
did he send no salutation to Peter? 
If it be replied that the latter 
had fled from the city on ac- 
count of the Claudian persecution 
of the Jews, the answer is that 
Aquila and Priscilla, who fled 
Rome at that time, are greeted 
in the Roman letter. Then too, 
the 28th chapter of Acts shows 
that when Paul was in Rome, he 
gathered together the Jews and 
Christians and addressed them 
with a note of authority. How 
could he possibly have omitted 
Peter, if he were there? 


In A.D. 60, Paul, according to 
Romans 1:11, said he wished to 
visit the Roman Christians, to im- 
part to them some spiritual gift. 
Why so? Some years later, when 
Paul was actually at Rome, the 
chief Jews said they wanted to 
know more about this sect, which 
was everywhere spoken against. 
Why this, if Peter had been living 
there eighteen years? 

Surely, when Paul wrote cer- 
tain letters from the imperial city, 
he would have mentioned his 
friend, Peter, if he had been resi- 
dent there also. 

When finally we come to the 
second letter to Timothy, sent by 
Paul shortly before his martyrdom, 
he mentions his loneliness and 
says, “Only Luke is with me. 
Could it be that Peter forsook him 
in fear and fled? We do not be- 
lieve so. 

We have referred to the silence 
of Luke and Paul: what about the

before an audience I would speak 
to no one but parents; that would 
be my chief business. It is an old 
saying—‘Get the lamb, and you 
will get the sheep.” I gave that 
up years ago. Give me the sheep, 
and then I will have someone to 
nurse the lamb; but get a lamb 
and convert him, and if he has 
a godless father and mother, you 
will have little chance with that 
child. What we want is godly 
homes. The home was established 
before the church. 


I have no sympathy with the 
idea that our children have to 
grow up before they are converted. 
Once I saw a lady with three 
daughters at her side, and I 
stepped up to her and asked her if 
she was a Christian. 


“Yes, sir.”

The mother looked very angrily 
at me and said, “I don’t want you 
to speak to my children on that 
subject. They don’t understand.” 
And in great rage she took them 
all away from me. One daughter 
was fourteen years old, one twelve, 
and the other ten, but they were 
not old enough to be talked to a- 
bout religion, Let them drift into 
the world and plunge into worldly 
amusements, and then see how 
hard it is to reach them. Many a 
mother is mourning today because 
her boy has gone beyond her reach, 
and will not allow her to pray 


silence of Peter himself? How does 
it happen that no address or epistle 
of the so-called pope refers to his 
presence in Rome? If the apostle 
wrote his first epistle from that 
city, why no salutation from any 
Christian there? 


The claim of our Roman friends 
is that Peter was Bishop of Rome 
for a quarter of a century, from 
42 to 67 A.D. If so, he must 
have been absent most of the 
time from his divinely-appointed 
seat and office. 

What is the fact of the matter, 
aside from partisan claims and 
theories? It would seem that there 
is not a particle of reputable evi- 
dence, for a century after Peter’s 
death, that it was even suggested 
that he had ever been in Rome. Not 
till A.D. 176 does a doubtful testi- 
mony appear; and not till the first 
quarter of the third century do 
we find any evidence that the 
thing was believed, and then, only 
in connection with many admitted 
falsehoods. 

It has been suggested that the 
legend of his quarter-century epis- 
copate may have orginated among 
the heretical Ebionites; but this 
is discredited, not only by its ori- 
gin but by all authentic history. 
Our Catholic friends will remind 
us that many church fathers of 
the later centuries repeat the claim 
on the evidence of those of the earl- 
ier ones. That is true; but no chain 
is stronger than its weakest link; 
and if the earlier links are as 
weak as above shown, the later 
ones have poor support. Incidental- 
ly, many outstanding Roman 
Catholic writers themselves hold 
that Peter was never in Rome. 
The great historian, Schaff, says 
that the claim cannot be traced 
earlier than Jerome in the fourth 
century. 


II. Was Peter Ever Consti- 
tuted Pope by Christ? 


“We come now to the second 
question: Was Peter consecrated 
or elevated by our Lord to the 
proud position of Christian lead- 
er or pope? 

As a boy my home was in Balti- 
more, which city back in the 1890's 
was called the Rome of America, 
since it was at that time the resi- 
dence of the only American Car- 
dinal, James Francis Gibbons. 
Hence, my interest in the question 
goes back a good ways. I used 
to wonder why nothing was said 
about this important matter in 
the New Testament. I did not then 
realize how shaky was the foun- 
dation on which the theory was

Was Peter the First Pope? 


(Continued from page 11) | 


Peter, as one of our Lord’s 
ciples, confessed his implicit faith 
in Him as the Son of the living 
God, Jesus said, as the Greek puts 


dis- 


it, “You are Petros (the word 
meaning a stone, and being in the 
masculine gender|; and on this 


rock-mass, | the word being petra, 
and in the feminine gender}, I will 
my church.” It would cer- 
tainly seem that, if our Lord in- 
tended to build His church on 
Peter, He would not have changed 
to a different word and gender 
when He made the great pronoun- 
cement. 

One wonders what did Peter 
himself think, and did he in any 
sense claim the honors which la- 
ter years had been thrown upon 
his shoulders? Study the evidence 
and see, In his own writings he 
never gives thewslightest sugges- 
tion of such a thing. Read I Peter 
2:4-8 in which he clearly identi- 
fies his Lord as the church’s one 
Foundation, as he says, ‘Coming 
to Him as to a living stone 
The stone which the builders re- 
jected has become the chief cor- 
nerstone. Again in I Corinthians 
10:4 Paul tells us that ‘they used 
to drink from the spiritual rock 
which followed them, and that 
tock Greek, petra! was Christ.’ 

In view of all this, the ques- 
tion naturally arises; if the New 
Testament was not the basis of 
the belief that Peter was con- 
stituted by Christ as the first pope, 


on what foundation does it rest? 
Apparently it goes back to the 
time of the Nicene Creed, about 
the time of the establishment of 
Christianity as the official religion 
oi the Roman Empire, say about 
32) A.D. But it was not unani- 
mously held even then; for one of! 
the greatest men of the early 
church, Augustine (about 400 A. 
I.) taught what the majority of 
Protestants today  believe,—viz., 
that the foundation on which our 
Lord proposed to erect His church 
was not Peter himself, but his 
great confession of the deity of 
our Lord. You can read the words 


on the cornerstones of many great 


cnurches: “Other foundation can 
that is laid, which 


We turn now to one of the 
representative authorities of the 
Koman church, Abbe Fouard, in 
his book on Peter. He says, ‘““The 
writer sets forth the reasons which 
have led almost all impartial his- 
torians, Protestant as well as 
Catholic, to admit the fact that} 
st. Peter was the first bishop ol 
Rome and that he suffered mar- 
tyrdom in the imperial city.” And 
yet he himself later states, “The 
details St. Peter’s ministry in 
Rome at almost entirely un- 
known.” 

On the other side of the matter 
there are of course many voices, 
e@ilso. Dr. Thomas H. Horne, in his 
Introduction, (edition of 1834) 
States: 


“Dr. Larder has clearly shown 


that Peter never was bishop of 
Rome . The pretended 
primacy of Peter on which the 


Romanists insist so much has 
been unanswerably refuted by 
Dr. Barrow in his treatise on the 
Pope’s supremacy.” 


Unbiased authorities add further 
facts. It appears that one of the 
bases of the papacy was laid by 
Leo the Great (390-461 A.D.) who 
influenced the Emperor Valenti- 
nian III to issue a law by which 
the Roman bishop was declared 
the supreme head of the Western 
church. But the title of pope does 
not go that far back by 150 years. 
The name pope (papa) was at 
first applied to all bishops in the 
West. About the beginning of the 
sixth century in Italy it became 
the exclusive designation of the 
bishop of Rome. 

Let me now cite the judgment 
of the Roman Catholic Bishop 
Strossmeyer, to indicate that it 
is not merely prejudiced Protes- 
tants who hold the views express- 
ed in this article. He said that 
when he found no trace of the 
papacy in the days of the apostles, 
he expected to find it in the an- 
nals of the church. But when he 
failed to discover any pope in the 
first four centuries, he came to 
the following conclusions: 


“1, That Jesus Christ gave to 


His apostles that same power He 
gave St. Peter. 

“2. That the apostles never 
recognized in St. Peter the vicar 
of Jesus Christ, and the infall- 
ible Doctor of the church. 

“3. That Peter never thought 
of being pope, and never acted 
as if he were pope. 

“4. That the Councils of the 
first four centuries only accord- 
ed to him (the bishop of Rome) 
a pre-eminence of honor, never 
of power or of jurisdiction. 

“5. That the holy fathers, in 
the famous passages, “Thou art 
Peter, and upon this rock I will 
build my church’ never under- 
stood that the church was built 
on.Peter (super Petrum), but 
on the rock (super Petram), that 
is, on the confession of faith of 
the apostle. 

“I conclude victoriously with 
history, with reason, with logic 

that the bishops of Rome 
did not become sovereigns of the 
church, but, only by confiscating 
one by one the rights of the 
episcopacy.” 


In addition to the above facts, 
there are certain reasonable ques- 
tions which an honest inquirer may 
wish further light on, such as the 
following: 


(A.) Since Peter was married 
and took his wife with him on 
his missionary tours, and, ac- 
cording to tradition had at least 
one daughter, and perhaps sev- 
eral children, where does the 
Roman church get the idea of 
the celibacy of the ordinary 
priest, to say nothing of the 
supreme bishop? 


(B.) Again: 
that, 


How did it happen 
in the Jerusalem Council in 
the year 50, when matters of 
great importance were up for 
discussion in the life of the early 
church, that Peter did not pre- 
side, but was present only as a 
speaker and debater? 


(C.) How was it that, according 
to the 2nd chapter of Galatians, 
Peter was rebuked for his incon- 
sistency by a younger apostle at 
Antioch? Would not the pope be 
above refutation by an inferior 
colleague? 

(D.) And again, why did he not, 

in the epistle we know as I 

Peter, assume authority over his 

fellow elders and other clergy? 

Instead of that, he evidenced a 

spirit of genuine humility, and 

warned against the very things 
which later became the besetting 

Sins of the papacy, such as filthy 

avarice and lordly ambition. As 

somebody has said—‘Love ofl 
money and love of power are 
twin sisters.” 


Ill. Are the Popes the Divinely 
Appointed Successors of 
Peter? 


This is a question, 
matic theology, but of history: 
what do the records show? Did 
Peter have the power, by virtue of 
Christ’s words, to transfer his pre- 
eminence, if he had any, to a suc- 
cessor? What did the Master’s 
words really mean to Peter? 

It would seem that his peculiar 
mission in the early church was 
to lay the foundations (on the day 
of Pentecost and in the conversion 
of the first Gentile disciple), on 
which apostles of succeeding days 
could build; but manifestly they 
could not be foundation-layers, if 
those foundations had already been 
prepared for them. Another query 
comes to mind: if Peter did pos- 
sess any pre-eminence, why did it 
not go to the bishop of Jerusalem 
or of Antioch, since those were 
the two great centers of the early 
church. Why to Rome, which was 
hundreds of miles away from the 
Holy Land end, a center of pagan 
civilization? 

Still another query seems legiti- 
mate: the pope is called “successor 
to St. Peter, prince of the apos- 
tles.” But the New Testament does 
not so picture Brother Peter. Was 
Paul wrong when he mentioned 
three “pillars” of the church in 
Galatians 2:9? What he said was: 
‘James and Cephas (Peter) and 
John, the ones who seemed to be 
pillars?’ He put Peter second and 
James first.

Apparently he was

The Catholic Encyclopedia lists 

four popes as succeeding Peter— 
Linus, Anacletus I, Clement, and 
Everistus, the last of whom reign- 
ed about 99 A.D. The Apostle 
John apparently lived until about 
100 A.D. or later, yet he never 
mentioned the name of any one 
of these popes. Strange, is it not? 
It would appear that Peter had 
no successors as such, but did 
his work quietly, and passed to 
his reward. 
Let us note what some of the 
Roman historians have to say a- 
bout this. One says, “The following 
list of popes has been compiled 
from the most careful authorities; 
but the dates up to the third cen- 
tury are only approximate, the 
chronology being very obscure pre- 
vious to that time.” 


A Roman Catholic writer said 
in his Chronicles (A.D. 901), ““This 
century is unfortunate, as _ for 
nearly 150 years the popes have 
fallen from all the virtues of their 
predecessors and have become a- 
postates rather than apostles.” 
We now quote the Catholic Bish- 
op Strossmeyer, as indicative of 
the fact that some representatives 
of the Roman church itself recog- 
nize some of its problems: 


“What then will become of the 
papal succession? Can you find 
the thread of it? In those un- 
fortunate days the see of Rome 
was occupied by two competi- 
tors, and sometimes even three. 
Which of these was the true 
pope?” 


With reference to the dogma of 
papal infallibility he wrote: 


“But can you do that, when 
history is there’ establishing 
with a clearness equal to that 
of the sun, that the popes have 
erred in their teaching?” 


A recent writer tells of one 
Father Hyppolyto, a Roman priest, 
of South America, said to be a 
man of wide repute for eloquence 
and learning. Occasionally he 
would meet some person who had 
read the Bible, which he had not 
done, and who could easily con- 
fuse him with such questions as: 
“Where is the apostolic teaching 
of purgatory, the intercession of 
Saints, the confessional, and so 
forth?” Whereupon the priest re- 
solved to study the Bible for him- 
self. But this was more easily said 
than done, since the Council of 


Trent had laid down the rule that 
no priest should read the Scripture 
without the written consent of his 
bishop, under penalty of excom- 
munication. Hence, Hyppolyto 
wrote to his bishop and asked 
for such consent, but was twice 
met with a curt refusal. His third 
letter was so strong that he re- 
ceived an approved Bible by the 
next mail. 


The account says that as he 
searched for confirmation of the 
doctrines of the holy church he 
was met either by absolute sil- 
ence or a direct negative.’ Soon 
afterwards he entered a_ gospel 
mission hall, which of course was 
under Protestant auspices, and was 
there regenerated by the Holy 
Spirit, or as we would say, con- 
verted. He was received as a local 
preacher by the American Metho- 
dist mission, and later became pas- 
tor of their largest congregation 
in Brazil.
